GROWING AND STORING 
ONIONS 
Onions 
are 
one 
of 
the 
most 
healthful of all garden crops, as 
dry bulbs over winter and green 
onions in spring and early sum­ 
m er. At this time of the year two 
Important facts in relation to this 
vegetable should 
be stressed — 
Storing the matured crop safely 
and getting ready to plant sets in 
late October to grow extra early- 
green onions for spring consump­ 
tion and sale. 
An important key to successful 
onion storage over winter is found 


Next. squashes 
should 
be har­ 
vested with a minimum of skin in­ 
juries In order to avoid entrance 
* of the rot-producing organisms. 
In

room should be thoroughly cleaned 
by scrubbing with soap and water, 
including shelves, bins and other 
fixtures.
